Campus changes and Improve- 
ments in physical facilities for 
Saint Joseph’s switch to residen- 
tial co-education next fail ure 
presently under consideration by 
the Preside nt’s Administrative 
Council. 

The Council has already ap- 
proved three of the suggestions 
submitted by the administration 
Ad Hoc Committee on Co-Educa- 
tion, chaired by Father Paul 
White, C.FP.S., executive vice 1 
president of the college. 

Changes approved include the 
removal of all vending machines ^ 
from the Raleigh iRoom of Hal- 
leck Center, enclosing the new 
dormitory’s loggia, and the in- 
stallation of a room communica- 
tions system in the new hall. 

Full-time grill service will re- 
place the vending machines now 
in Halleck’s Raleigh Room. 

, The loggia of the new dorm 
will be enclosed in order to pro- 
vide better access to the hall’s 


Francis E. Fenner, bom in Massachusetts on April 27, 1937, died 
-at his home in Rensselaer on Sunday morning May 12, 1968. 

Dr. Fenner came to Saint Joseph’s College in September 1963, 
as an Assistant Professor of History. He was raised to the rank of Associate 
Professor of History with tenure in March 1968. He received the B. A. 
degree from St. Anselms College in 1960, the M A. degree from St. John’s 
University in 1963, and the Ph.D. from the same university in 1967. 

At Saint Joseph’s College, Dr. Fenner had become recognized as 
an excellent teacher and was sought out by students for guidance in their 
academic work. His colleagues recognized his competence in history and 
prized his special expertise in non- Western history. 

Dr. Fenner served on the Student Life Committee for three 
years and during the past year served as Chairman. During his tenure as 
Chairman, the Student Life Committee prepared and presented to. the 
Faculty the document on Student Rigjhts. His work with this committee 
demonstrated his abiding interest in die students as individuals and as a 


group. To this work he gave his full efforts 


Dr. Fenner’s contribution then was the Stimulation he provided 
colleagues, students, and friends. His dedication to thoughtful and sincere 
approaches to education and educational environment was contagious. 
His own capacity for work challenged others to produce. His vision 
became the vision of his associates. > 

Dr. Fenner, however, - will be missed by his many friends, 
students and colleagues alike, for his many personal qualities. We extend 
to his wife,, his parents, and his two children, the sympathies of all the 
friends ana a promise of our continuing prayers for them.

the present occasion calls for a departure from these tried- 
and-true titles. This week’s exercise in rambling rhetoric 
might aptly be titled “Oh Golly, It Was A Promising Year, 
But Next Year Should See What Promises Are Made Of.” 

This year’s promises were made in the form of commit- 
ment in three areas of the college community’s environment: 
student government, academics, and co-education. The Stu- 
dent Senate— full credit for which must go to Student As- 
sociation President Tim Raykovich, who almost singlehanded- 
ly originated, formulated, and won approval of it from the 
students— has already shown indications of becoming the 
focal point of campus constructivism and dialogue. Next year 
will tell if this semester was a high point or a beginning. 

College academics are being directed towards what may 
well be a totally new direction for the general education cur- 
riculum by the implementation of a “core” type curriculum. 
Next fall will see if this plan is acceptable to the faculty 
as a whole, or what changes will have to be made if the 
plan is rejected. Although the effects of the new curriculum, 
if passed, will not be put into practice until September of 
1969, next year will see what form this new curriculum will

Summertime activities on Saint 
Joseph's campus for this year will 
range from the usual summer 
school classes and visiting group 
study weeks to the Chicago Bears' 
annual summer practice sessions, 

, according to the school. ‘ 

A total of 26 courses in eight 
departments will be offered sum-, 
mer students, in addition to four 
special programs. The depart- 
ments of accounting, education, 
English, history, philosophy, phy- 
sical education, political science, 
and speech are all planning 
courses. 

In addition, the department of 
theology is presenting workshops 
on the subjects of theology, the 
Bible, and religious education. 
These courses are designed to 
allow for what the academic dean’s 
office terms an investigation of a 
“number of unrelated but vital 
and current topics with a freedom 
and thoroughness not always pos- 
sible in the usual course .method.” 

Both a tiwelve-course under- 
graduate program in liturgical 
music and a four-course graduate 
program in affiliation with the 
DelPaul University School of Mu- 
sic will be offered by the school’s 
music department. Choral conduc- 
tors, organists, composers, theo- 
reticians and others involved in 
the field of liturgical music will 
take part in the summer’s classes. 
Father Lawrence Heiman, C.PP.S., 
director of the institute of litur- 
gical music and chairman of the 
liturgical department of the Nat- 
ional Music Educators Association, 
will direct the programs. 

A summer Honors Program for 
select high school juniors and 
seniors will again be offered, this 
term on the subject of “Aliena- 
tion” as considered from the view- 
points of psychology, literature, 
and sociology. Such questions as: 
Is alienation a real problem or 
merely a youthful hippie fad? 
Are alcoholism, withdrawal, lone- 
liness, violence, routinization, and 
fatalism expressions of-alienation ? 


This course will be team-taught 
by Father Cyril Sutter, C.PP.S., 
associate professor of psychology; 
Dr. Carl Mills, associate professor 
of English; and Dr. Martin Ryan, 
chairman of the department of 
sociology. 

Prospective college freshmen 
who have not as yet been accepted 
at Saint Joseph’s are being offer- 
ed a course by the guidance de- 
partment designed to “allow the 
underachiever show that he is 
capable of handling college work.” 

The two-part program consists 
of the student taking history 11 
and philosophy 12 for college cre- 
dit, and of taking a course in read- 
ing and study skills. This second 
pant of the program is intended 
to remedy any schoolwork tech- 
nique shortcomings which the pro- 
spective college student may have.

of the dorm’s 32 rooms are vacant 
for next semester. 

Gallagher hall’s constitution 
calls for dorm officers, $10 dues, 
and have set up priorities for the 
assignment of rooms to returning 
residents. Gallagher’s constitution 
still awaits approval from Dr. 
Egan. All returning students must 
agree to abide by the constitution 
in order to remain residents. 

Both Bennett and Noll halls 
operate on a stay hall program 

"thaT’is basically” an'uniwrifteh”' 

agreement between school authori- 
ties and hall residents. The halls’ 
lounges were decorated by the 
residents and furnished with the 
aid of the Parents’ Clubs. Stu- 
dents have the option of return- 
ing to either hall at the end of 
the semester if they so desire. 

Power House dormitory operates 
on, in the opinion of some observ- 
ers, the most unspecified, yet the 
most effective, system of campus 
stay halls presently in operation. 

Dan Moloney, junior from Mar- 
ion, O., attributes the success of 
Power House's stay hall plan to 
both the small number of students 1 
and to the absence of any binding 
rule structure on the hall. 

“What we think we have ac- 
complished in the hall is a sense 
of community and of constructive 


individualism and exchanging 
knowledge and experiences with 
people of diversified backgrounds 
and interests,” Moloney maintains. 

Power House’s only fee is a 
weekly 39c charge for use of the 
hall coffee pot. Although the hall 
has an agreement with Dr. Egan 
in regard to room Approvements, 
any form -of dorm government is 
non-existent , i f ■ . 

“We have had no disciplinary 
problems or damage,” Moloney 
continues, “because the ball resi- 
dents realize that the best disci- 
pline is sell -discipline. We have 
no alienated members in the hall 
and we think, generally, the hall 
has made our college lives com- 
plete individually and in com- 
munity.” V r - . v - * 

Administration reaction to stay 
hall plans has been generally fa- 
vorable, primarily because stu- 
dents take a more active interest 
in the physical condition of their 
halls and generally improve their 
environment. 

“Stay halls are becoming in- 
creasingly popular as time goes 
on,” Dr. Egan believes. “As stu-
